‘worthy citizens of North “Carolina who have nearly 
forty years ago, paid for lands granted to. them in that 
section of country, under strong impleationthen given, 
that possession would be secüred'soen after the grants 
-were made ; and as the United States did by an act of 
‘Congress, passed on the 3d day of April, 1818, author- 
- ize the state of Tennessee to appropriate those lands to 
the satisfaction of.certain specified claims ; it will now 
- devolve on you as a duty of the first responsibility to 
make that appropriation in the best practicable man-

Notwithstanding some fruitless attempts have been 
made towards establishing a Penitentiary in this state, 
yet I think itmy duty to bring the subject before you, 
and with an earnest hope, that in your wisdom, and in 
your love, for the principles and practice of humanity 
and justice, you will lend youraid in commencing a 
work which will do lasting honor to its founders. I 
am ready to admit that the policy of the early settlers 
of this country, was to encourage the most rigorous 
Jaws in all criininal cases, and when you revert to the 
occurrences of those days, you discover that criminal 
convictions were then much ‘more frequent than at 
the present period; this happens not because crimes 
ars less numerous now than formerly, but because the 
dispositions of men are more tempered to the spirit of 
sympathy and humanity, than in the early settlement of 
the country. It would however, bea humiliating cata- 
Logue, were I to present fe you a list of those confined 
in prison even atthis day, many of whom stand charg- 
ed with crimes of the highest nature; yet judging of fu- 
ture probabilities from past events, it: is reasonable 
fo expect but very few convictions, Ina lapse of near-

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ly. four years, three cases only have-occurred where ths 

seutenée of death has been pronounced; two of these 
- were pardoned, the other was executed according te 
law. Any uncommon solicitude, which I may seem

Should your honorable body, aftera full enquiry, 
become satisfied that good policy requires an adoption 
of the proposedsystem, Y would suggest the practics- 
bility of creating a fund for deitayiug the necessary | 
expenditures, by a loan from the state bank, fora part 
or the whole amount of stock held by the staté in the 
bank. This, by judicious management, would be suf- 
ficient to erect the first necessary buildings, which 
might be enlarged and improved, in proportion as the 
good effects of the institution -might be developed.

estate ; Provided, he does not abandon the possession. 
Aud; Proviled siso, That he has made it in conformi- 
ty with the provisions set forth in said treaty. That 
many ofthe existing reservations- have been made 
through fraudulent aud speculative motives has fallen 
vithin my own knowledge,.andto prevent which, Iis- 
sued and published, atthe Cherokee agency and ma- 
nifesto in behalf of the State of Tennessee, dated in 
June’ last, a copy of which will accompany this com- 
iimnication. o 

Yhis measure was not intended to preclude the 
nation from the right to make a lawful reservation ; 
butto puta period toa current of abuse that was 
daily practising in open violation of the treaty and a- 
gainst the best interest of Tennessee, Gat is with great 
pleasure, I am able to say as well from my own ob- 
servation during my stay at the agency, as. from other 
sources that cannot be doubted that the protest has 
and the effect of driving those land speculators beyond 
the limits of Tennessee. 

And with a view to enable the legislature to discrimin- 
ate between those which have thus otginated in fraud 
antl these fairly obtained, I herewith forward a book 
containing a cemplete certified, transcript of ine. re- 
gister kept in the office of the.
